It is difficult to pat into words the prin 
ciples upon which Lord Cromer has acted 
towards the native races under his control, 
His is rather a spirit to be imitated than 
expressed. Perhaps the best singlé phrase 
to illustrate that spirit is to be found in 
“the sympathy of comprehension.” Lor 
Cromer possesses in an eminent degree (/\\; 
quality in regard to the Oriental races 
He understands not merely what they want, 
but how they think, and how, therefore, the) 
arrive at their wants, and he desires, ani 
has always desired, to fulfil those wants in 
a way which will be satisfactory to au 
Oriental, very different thing, be it re 
nem from the way which is satisfac 
tory to a Enropean. Bat though Lor 
Cromer possesses in so high a degree the 
sympathy of comprehension, he has hever 
had any sentimental illusions in regard to 
the natives He is not one of those wh 
are able to persuade themselves that tlie 
Oriental is only a dark-coloured white man, 
and that, after all, there is no difference 
between him and the European, or between Eas! 
and West. He never failed to realise the tre 
mendous consequences produced, not merely b) 
race, but by religion and by thousands of years 
of social and poljtical development on lines mt 
parallel to, bot divergent from, those of the 
European polity, Lord Cromer, in a word, 
has always believed in the superiority, in 
tellectual and moral, and therefore political, 
of the Anglo-Saxon. It is difficult, indeed, 
to imagine how any sane man faced with the 
facts eould believe otherwise. If sach superiority 
did not exist, and if the Western and the 
Eastern were really equal, why do we find ou: 
selvesin the position which we do find our 
selves both in Egypt and in India! |) 
neither case has our superiority been derives! 
from the sword. The amount of bloodshe:! 
and the nambet of combatants engaged in all 
the British battles in India in a hundred an! 
fifty years only rises to what must be deseribe:! 
as ‘the most paltry of totals, and the same |: 
true of Egypt. Remember, too, that the time 
handicap has been against the white, not the 
dark man. The East possessed a complete 
civilisation when ovr fathers worshipped stocks 
and stones and painted themselves with woa:l. 
But if Lord Cromer has shown. himself « 
believer in the superiority of the British race, 
and has in effect based our right of contfo! on 
that saperiority, he has never for one moweu! 
fallen into the belief that such superiority ou)! 
to be or can be maintained by the methods of 
the tyrant. On the contrary, he has prove: 
both by precept and example that the super! 
ity on which in the last’ resort the Britis! 
Empire rests can only be manifested by show 
ing ourselves to be in reality superior, and by 
displaying « willingness to follow a lofty ideal 
in the work of government. Not only has be 
always insisted that the benefit of the governe! 
—i.e., the benefit of Egypt, not the benefit of 
the United Kingdom—must be considered «s 
the essential point, bat he has also insiste:| 
that in our dealings with the natives our <\ 
periority must be asserted by a self-respecting, 
dignified, and sympathetic bearing towars 
all classes.

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LORD OROMER. 


We are using no conventional langdage, but 
the words of sobriety and truth, when we say 
that no money grant could in any sense be an 
adequate recognition of the work which Lord 
Cromer has done for the Empire. That, of 
course, is not a reason for withholding such a 
grant, for plenty of justification can be found 
for it on other grounds. The essential reason, or 
as we should say, necessity forthe grant is that 
in our usual British way we refused for so long to 
recognise the facts in regard to Egypt. The 
salary which we paid to the Consul-General 
in Egypt was possibly just enough when 
Lord Cromer took up hia duties,—when al! 
the world thought that the British occa 
pation would soon come to an end, when 
the modern part of Cairo was half or a 
quarter the size it is to day, and when the 
cost of living in Egypt was infinitely cheap- 
er than it is now. Had we been a logi 
cal people, we should have made Lord 
Cromer’s. official salary grow with the grow- 
ing greatness of the -work aceomplished by 
him, and should have increased the pay of 
the Consul-General at least to that of the 
Governor of Bombay and Madras,—should 
have made it commensurate with the po 
sition of Viceroyalty possessed in fact, if 
not in name, by Lord Cromer. In other 
words, the grant Lord Cromer is a debt 
due to him from the British public for 
having paid him for nearly twenty years 
a salary considerably below that which his 
position required. Our forgetfulness obliged 
him to spend a portion of his private in- 
come in what. was in effect expenditure 
for public parposes.— Only those who know 
very little of official entertaining will imagine 
that the money spent thereon can be regard 
ed as in the nature of expenditure which 
gives personal pleasure.—That is the econom 
ic ground for the £50,000 grant. 

The moral ground for feeling and expressing 
special gratitude to Lord Cromer is, in our 
opinion, somewhat different from that usually 
given. Though we are not in the least inclined 
to underrate the services done by Lord Cromer 
to the Empire in improving the financial con 
dition of Egypt, in the reconquest of the 
Sudan, and in the endowing of the valley of 
the Nile with its present magnificent system 
of irrigation. His greatest service is something 
quite apart from these. It is that he has set an 
example for all men to follow of the true way 
in which to deal with subject and, in the 
political and social sense, inferior races. If our 
dominion, or, if you will, our infloence and 
control, over the millions of Oriental peoples 
within the Empire is to be maintained and 
developed, it will be by approaching the 
ot their government in the spirit dis- 
played by Lord Cromer. Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman showed a very sound instinct when 
in his excellent speech on Tuesday night he 
laid special emphasis upon Lord Cromer’s pro 
found sympathy with the Egyptian people, 
and his determination not to force them into a 
Western mould -—

A REMARKABLE TELEGRAM.

A remarkable telegran’ appears in “Al 
Minbar” of yesterdays date from Hafez Ef- 
fendi Awad, editor of “Al Minber,” stating 
that at the Conference which assembled to- 
day (August 10) he made a speech in 
which he demanded the independence of 
Egypt.

A writer in the “Daily Mail” makes the 
following comments upon the financial posi- 
tion in Egypt : 

While things Egyptian are showing signs 
of recovery from the acute depression they 
auffered in passing through the financial 
crisis in their country, the investor might 
well consider the merits of some of the secu- 
rities from the point of view of possible ap- 
preciation of capital.

In this connexion, attention may be drawn 
to one of those little price anomalies that 
are now and then the investor's opportonity.

THE BRITISH-ASSOCIATION. 


LECTURE ON EGYPTOLOGY: 

At one of tha sittings of the British Associe- 
tion at Leicester last week, Professor Flinders 
Petrie gave a very interesting illustrated 
lecture on Egyptian soul-houses and other 
discoveries made in Egypt in 1906-7. He said 
said that the ‘existence of pottery models 
of houses for the soul had been known’ from 
examples scattered in museums, bat 
their date and use* had been alike unknown. 


had shown the gradually 
plexity of the type of houses that were 
eopied. The whole period of ‘these soul- 
houses was probably of the tenth to tweltfh 
dypasties, about 3600 to 3300 B. ©. The 
wagiety of forw could not be date dévelop- 
qentiof the dwelling during that time ; but 
all the forms of dwelling were used for 
different purposes simultaneously, and more 
complex’ forms were being copied in each 
generation for the soul-house. The develop- 
ment of this custom appeared to have 
been in the following order. At first from 
the pretastonc age to the fifth dynasty, 
a mat was laid on the grave with a pan of 
food upon it. Thenafterwards this offering was 
carved in stone, from the third dynasty ownard, 
asa table of offering to give permanent satisfac- 
tion for the soul. The stone tatle was then copi- 
ed as a pottery tray of offerings, by aboat the 
tenth dynasty. To the tray was next added a 
ahelter, copied from the Bedawy tent; next @ 
shelter on columns; then a but was put into 
this portico ; then chambers were copied ; wind 
openings were then aded ; roof-coarts followed ; 
and then verandahs on the roof ; next appeared 
complete two-storey houses, and these, lastly, 
were furnished with pottery models of couch, 
chair, stool, fireplace, water jars, and the figure 
of a woman making bread. This class*of models 
was notin series with the wooden models of 
servants, granaries, etc. Such were part of the 
‘servitor provision placed in the grave. These 
pottery houses were the provisions for the use 
of the soul itself placed upon the grave,to keep 
the soul satisfied, and prevent it frow wander 

ing back to the village. The interest in psycho 
logy was in showing that tipe soul was conceived 
of as ascending from the grave through the 
ground, and needing shelter while feeding on its 
everlasting provision ; and that, though it as: 
cended through the earth, yet it needed a 
staircase to go up to the upper floor, and that 
the sonl had a donkey for which a manger was 
required. More strictly one should say that 
thean Seals illestzaios! the way in which the 
Egyptiangcopied and combined things that 
were logically quite incompatible. Given the 
premise that the gon! had needs in futare, like 
those of the present, then the provision for 
present comfort was copied withoat further 
thought as to its compatibility. From another 
point of view these models showed the va- 
rieties of the peasants’ dwellings, some merely 
as shelters for the day m the helds, others 
euch as were used for a month or two of 
the pasture season, and the more complete 
such as belonged to village or town life. 
The portico or verandah was the most es 
sential part, and this agreed with its being 
universal for the house of the god—the 
temple, anc fort the eternal house—the tomb. 
Another colgtantfeature was the tank in the 
courtyard, ag >in Oriental houses at present, 
and as in the houses contemporary with these 
inodels at Kahun. In some cases the courtyard 
wall was crowned by serrations or piles of brick 
along the top, and @ similar finish to the walts 
inight be seen in the tombs of the modern 
cemetery of the same place. Professor Petrie 
here exhibited photographs showing the house 
with the flying stair and the donkey's Manger 
outside, a house with a perfect portico 
and a court on the roof between the wind 
openings, and the complete house, of 
two storeys, with a couch on the ground 

the coolest place at night -and a chair on 
the upper floor—the coolest place by day— 
with a staircase going up to the roof. In 
addition he said many other interesting results 
had been obtained. A tomb of the twelfth 
contained the finest set of coffins, 
boats, and statuettes that had ever been 
brought to England. ‘The graves had yielded 
a pottery figure of a camel of the Ramesside 
time, showing that that gnimal was used tor 
burden in Upper Egypt in the New Kingdom. 
The bulti fish was often carved in carnelian 
and worn as an amulet there in the twelfth 
Dynasty. 2xcavations bad also been made 
one mile south of the pyramids of Gizeh 
discovering objects in tombs of the first, 
second, and thied dynasties. These showed 
that a population and probably Royal persons 
lived there for many centuries before the 
pyramids. ‘The main result is that a series of 
graves could be dated to the reign of King Zet 
of the first dynasty by the sealings foond in 
them ; and on comparing the pottery, atone 
vases, and flint knives of this site with the 
contemporary examples from the Royal témbs 
at Abydos, it was seen that there was nota 
single generation of difference in style between 
Upper and Lower Egypt. Fashion was com: 
pletely unified in the country from north to 
south as early as the first dynasty, and local 
differences had been already merged together
